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U.S. Patent No. 5,637,757 is directed to the manufacture of tetrabromobenzoates. The 
tetrabromobenzoate compounds are useful as flame retardants in polyurethane. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,728,760 is directed to bromobenzoate compounds and the utility of the 
same as flame retardants for polyurethane.
